PEACE ISSUE 


The P..P. candidates centered 
their fire on.demands for a cease- 
‘fire in Korea. Their activities, as 
well as the general sentiment 
among the voters for an end to the 
Korean war, forced the issue into 
the campaign despite the ex- 
pressed aim of the two major par- 
ties to keep foreign policy out.
